Good Goose Greatly Belovc-d.” It was 
the national flag of Burma and of 
Handy, Ceylon. 
Wherever Buddhism 
rules the goose is venerated. 
There­ 
fore it is a leading motif in the art of 
Japan and a symbol of peace and hap­ 
piness in China. Figures of geese are 
as indispensable at a Chinese wedding 
as is bride cake with us. 
In bo 
countries, as also In Burma and Slu 
weights are made in the shape of a 
goose as a token of good faith, though 
the connection is not obvious. 
But iu 
ancient Egypt the same custom ruled, 
and 
Bayard 
found 
goose 
weights 
among his first discoveries at Nineveh. 
A row of gigantic geese surrounds the 
great Buddhist temple at Anajapoora. 
'I la* devout cherish a fond fancy that 
all geese perform an aerial pilgrimage 
to the holiest of lakes in the Hima­ 
layas every year, transporting the sins 
of the neighborhood, returning with a 
new stock of inspiration for the en­ 
couragement of local piety.

** ■/^ rv IIRISTMAS comes but once a 
year," wrote somebody, and 
everybody accepted'1?he state­ 
ment as truth. It is not true, 
however, for Christmas comes twice a 
year. 
Those of us who reckon by the 
Gregorian calendar, celebrate Dec. 25. 
Those who still adhere to the Julian 
calendar observe Jan. 7. Russia is the 
only great nation which still holds out 
for the Julian calendar. 
The Greek 
Catholic church sticks to the time 
measurement adopted by Julius Caesar 
forty-six years before the birth of 
Christ. 
Thus the Greeks aud all the 
\ 
adher ent s of that 
Sr*®Rw 
church, including 
the Russians, of 
course, hold their 
Christmas on the 
7th day of Ja n ­ 
uary. 
In the city of 
New York both 
Christmas 
days 
are 
celebrated. 
The J a n u a r y 
date, as a matter 
of course, is ob­ 
served by com­ 
paratively f e w 
persons, but it is 
observed rigidly, 
elaborately 
and 
f a i t h f u l l y 
by 
those who desire to render unto Caesar 
that which is Caesar’s even as to the 
calendar. 
New York city has a considerable 
population of Greeks, Russians, Ar­ 
menians, Syrians, Servians, Poles, Bul 
garians, Montenegrins and Machs, a 1 
of whom observe the Jullanic Chi* 
mas. For forty days prior to Jan 
they observe a fast, eating no meal 
neither beast, fish nor fowl. They e 
fish eggs or caviare, but draw the Ii 
there. Their principal diet for tfie ft 
ty days* fasting Is made up of oliv 
beans, caviare bread and crackers. 
I But at 6 o’clock * on the uioruin 
Christmas day, Jan. 7, the Julia 
fast is over. 
It is not necessary 
hint that these people couut the day 
till Christmas or that they rejoice and 
are exceeding glad when the anniver- 
aary arrives. These facts are obvious. 
Christmas means for them a glorious 
feast, a square meal, several square 
meals—in fact, a round of square meals, 
t Our Julianist friends g» ta church 
early on their Christmas morning, but 
not too early. 
They eat breakfast 
first. 
High mass Is celebrated in tire 
Greek Orthodox church at 8 o’clock. 
The forty days’ fast having ended two 
hours before, the Julianists are Joy­ 
fully full of the good things of this 
world before they enter the house of 
worship. 
The chief viand, so far as 
its 
symbolic 
character 
goes, 
is 
a 
spiced loaf cf rye bread covered and 
filled with walnuts, with a cross cut 
on top. 
This is called the christop- 
aoma—“bread of the Christ.’’
